This mo- 
tion was put by Committeeman 
Sturges of Arizona, but was declared 
lost by Chairman Rosewater, without 
division.

The 
chief reason was that the committee 
could see the end in sight, that an 
agreement had been reached between 
the attorneys in some of the contests 
to consider them in groups, and that 
Senator Dick, attorney for Director 
McKinley, wanted time to study the 
opposition briefs in today's contests 
which briefs have just arrived. 

It was agreed between the attor- 
neys that no time would be lost in 
the end by an early adjournment to- 
day, and accordingly thie was taken 
with the full approval of both sides.

MISSOURI CONTESTS 
COMPROMISED. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE Tr 
CHICAGO, June 11 dele 
gates for Col. Roosevelt and eighteen 
for President Taft mar e day's 
gains of the two chief rivals for the 
Republican Presidential nomination, 
from the decision of contests by the 
National Committee. The committee 
also settied disputes between rival 
Roosevelt factions in two districts of 
North Carolina, thus clearing the colo- 
nel’s title to votes from those sec- 
tions, with the full acquiescence of 
the Taft majority on the committee. 

Missouri's contests, which threat- 
ened another battle between the Taft 
and Roosevelt factions, were com- 
promised so effectively that the com- 
mittee was unanimous in giving 
Roosevelt eight and Taft six of the 
contested delegates from that State. 

The decisions today were: 

For Taft-—-Two each from the Sec- 


ond, Third, Fourth, Sixth, Seventh 
and Eighth Mississippi districts; two 


@ach from the Third, Seventh and 
Fourteenth Missouri districtg. To- 


For Roosevelt—Four delegates-at- 
large from Missouri; two each from 
the First and Fifth Missouri districts; 
two each from the Third and Ninth 
North Carolina districts. Total, 132. 

TOTAL SCORE TO DATE. 

The committee now has given Pres- 
ident Taft’ 159 delegates and Col. 
Roosevelt 13. 

In the Ninth North Carolina Dise- 
trict the committee seated the Mc- 
Ninch-Greene delegation, but the 
contest did not involve Presidential 
candidates, as both delegations were 
instructed for Roosevelt. 

The committee considered the 
Third District contest and seated the 
two Roosevelt delegates—Marion But- 
ler and W. 8. O’B. Robinson. 

When adjournment was taken at 
3:15 o'clock it was the belief that 
other compromises could be effected 
to dispose of some of the remaining 
contests. In the Missouri cases, as 
soon as the Roosevelt delegation-at- 
ldrge had been seated, conferences 
were undertaken among the Missouri 
factions, which resulted in the divid- 
ing of contested district delegations 
between Roosevelt and Taft. Similar 
conferences are expected to result in 
the consolidation of several other 
State cases. 

These compromises will not affect 
Texas or Washington, it is under- 


The contests remainifig involve two 
delegates from North Carolina, eight 
from Tennessee, thirty from Texas, 
twenty from Virginia, fourteen from 
Washington, two from Alaska, two 
from Oklahoma. two from South Car- 
olina and two from the District of 
Colum bia. 

HADLEY ON DELEGATION. 


The four Roosevelt delegates-at- 
large from Missourf seated by the 
National Committee and by agreement 
of the Roosevelt double delegation of 
eight were:

Chairman Rosewater was about to 
put a motion to seat the Roosevelt 
delegates in the First District when 
Mr. Bartholdt asked permission to 
make a statement. 

“Before the First Missouri District 
is acted upon,” he said, “I wish to 
announce that a ‘gentlemen's agree- 
ment’ has been entered into as to all 
the Missouri contests.” 

He then moved that the Roosevelt 
delegates in the First and Fifth Dts- 
tricts and the Taft delegates in the 
Third, Seventh and Fourteenth Dts- 
tricts be placed on the temporary roll. 
The métion was unanimously carried. 

The Third North Carolina District 
contest was then called and without 
argument Marion Butler of Turkey, 
N. C.. and W. 8. O'B. Robinson of 
Goldsboro, announeed as Rooseveit 
delegates, were seated. 

The Missouri contests were filed by 
the Taft forces and involved the four 
votes of the delegates-at-large and 
two delegates each from the First, 
Third, Fifth, Seventh and Fourteenth 
Districts. fourteen fn all. 

Gov. Hadley’s delegation-at-large 
numbered eight, selected by the State 
convention to cast a half vote each 
at the Chicago convention. -The 
delegation-at-large, headed by John 
C. Black, Included four members. 

The case of the delegates-at-large 
opened the fight. Grant Gillespie. at- 
torney for the « ntesting Taft dele- 
gates, took up the | ‘tory of the Mis- 
sourt State convention. at which Gov. 
Hadley’s Roosevelt delegation was se- 
lected. The Taft forces. he said, had 
controlied the State Committee by 
108 to 14 and had decided the con- 
teste on the night before the con- 
vention. 

POLICE TAKE CHARGE. 


Police took possession of the con- 
vention hall at sunrise, he said, under 
orders of State officers and 117 police 
and an equal number of militia were 
in possession of it on the morning of 
the convention day. 

A new committee, including Gov. 
Hadley and Secretary Nagel, President 
Taft's representative, then took up 
the contests, he said, and an agree- 
ment was reached to send four Taft 
and four Roosevelt men without in- 
structions to cast Misourt'’s four votes 
at large in the Chicago convention. 
This agreement was indorsed by the 
Republican State Committee, he said, 
by a vote of thirty to two, and it was 
expected it would be followed ‘in the 
State convention. 

Gov. Hadley was made permanent 
chairman of the State convention. The 
resolutions then offered, he said, made 
no reference to Col. Roosevelt. 

At this point, declared Mr. Gilleapte, 
Chairman Hadley asked the conven- 
tion to “induige" the Resolutions 
Committee a few minutes while it cor- 
rected a “misunderstanding” in the 
resolutions. The convention proceeded 
to elect eight delegates and their alter- 
nates. 

Chairman Hadley left the chair, said 
Mr. Gillespie, and went into the room 
where the Resolutions Committee was 
still working. When the committee 
finally came in with its report, he said, 
it was “5 or 6 o’cleck in the morning 
and most of the delegates had gone 
home.” 

“There were about 200 of the 1152 
then present.” said Mr. 
Gillespie. “It had been generally un- 
derstood the convention should pro- 
ceed peaceably to the end."’ 

The re-draw resolutions, explained 
Gillespie, referred in complimentary 
terms to Col. Roosevelt but did not in- 
struct for him. The resolution to in- 
struct for Roosevelt was offered from 
the floor, he said, when the majority 
of the delegates had gone. 

“There can be no question about 
the agreements having been made as 
to the Missouri delegates-at-large,” 
Mr. Gillespie asserted. Mr. Gillesple 
eaid the Taft forces held 484% uncon- 
tested votes and the Roosevelt, 464%, 
‘while more than 200 were in con- 
tests. This situation, he said, had 
resulted in the agreement to divide 
the delegation. 

Mr. Gillespie declared that Gov. 
Hadley had, argued to adjourn the 
convention at 6 o'clock after the 
Roosevelt instructions passed. 

“We then refused to recognize such 
action and took a recess to meet at 
the Planters’ Hotel at 7:30 a.m.,” 
said Gillespie. 

NOT PROPERLY ADJOURNED. 

He claimed Gov. Hadley had never 
“put the motion” to adjourn, and 
that fifty or seventy-five of those left 
in the hall then, went to the Planters’ 
Hotel and there carried on the con- 
vention, which elected the contesting 
Taft delegates.

PORTLAND (Or.) ‘June 13.—[{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.]

West, Adjt.- 
Gen. Finzer and Harvey Beckwith, 
president of the naval militia board, 
today, Gov. West announced § that 
Commander Edgar M. Simpson had 
been given a captain's examination 
this afternoon so he can immediately 
qualify as captain of the Oregon 
Naval Militia and legally displace 
George Shepherd, who was declared 
captain by court decision. e also 
stated that a hearing would be held 
in Portiand tomorrow to give friends 
of the naval militia opportunity to 
show why the organization should 
not be disbanded. 

“If we had not found a way to put 
Simpson in as captain and displace 
Shepherd at once, I would have dis- 
banded the naval militia without 
further pariey,” said Gov. West. “But 
by taking the examination for cap- 
tain, Simpson can qualify immediate- 
ly and hold the office. We may there- 
fore allow the organization to con- 
tinue.” 

Simpson was Gov, West's appointee 
and was in command of the cruiser 
Boston until Shepherd was declared 
lawfully captain by the court iast 
Wednesday. 

The annual cruise of the naval 
militia is to be taken next week, when 
the reserves will embark on the Bos- 
ton for a trip as far south as Los 
Angeles harbor. According to the 
Governor's yresent intention Simp- 
son will command the expedition.

IEVERE BLOW 
ON GULF COAST.

VILLAINY. 


ARRESTED WITH ROUGH STUFF 
ON THEIR CLOTHES. 


Suspected of being members of the 
LW.W. “rough-workers,” O. G. Saut- 
ter and W. M. Roth, two desperate- 
appearing young men, were arrested 
yesterday at Seventh and San Pedro 
streets, after reports. had been re- 
ceived by the police that they were 
contemplating a crime in connection 
with the building trades strike. 

Upon being searched at the Central 
Station, pistol belts, cartridges and 
a hottle, believed to have contained 
prussic acid crystals—one of the most 
deadly poisons known to science— 
were found in their possession. 

Both prisoners refused to make any 
explanation regarding themselves, but 
admitted being members of the 
LW.W., when several copies of anar- 
chistic papers were taken from their 
pockets. They were held pending a 
further investigation. 

The arrest of the two men was 
brought about through a tip received 
by the police that some of the L.W.W. 
“rough-workers” had arrived in town 


‘and were prepared to ‘inaugurate «a 


reign of terror as soon as the pro- 
posed building strike is declared. 
Policeman Sweetnam was detailed 
to make an investigation and soon 
was on the tracks of two of the al- 
leged thugs. At Seventh and San 
Pedro streets the suspects became un- 
easy and’ were trying to ditch some 
of their “war supplies” when thev

The inquiry into the 1.W.W. matter 
at San Diego, will be resumed before 
the Federal grand jury this afternoon. 
It is believed that a large portion of 
the session will be devoted to the pro- 
duction of a mass of documentary evi- 
dence bearing upon the situation in 
San Diego with testimony to follow 
later. 

Detective Charlies De Lacour, who 
has represented the business men of 
San Diego in the prosecution of the 
LW.D. army infesting that city, is in 
almost daily receipt of letters and pos- 
tal cards threatening all sorts of pun- 
ishment, including death, if he per- 
sists in his activities. Capt. De Lacour 
has received so many of the blood- 
thirsty miasives that he is arranging 
a display of the episties for exhibition 
at the San Diego Pan-American Fair. 
The cards and letters are signed by 
no individual, but only the letters “T. 
| W.W.” sometimes decorated with skull 
and cross-bones.

A series of letters and telegrams! 
signed with Startzman's name and de- 
elared by his former friends to be in 
his handwriting, ‘eave no doubt in the 
minds of officials of the Home that 
the story is one of sordid intrigue 
and blind, overmastering infatuation. 
The woman in the case, according 
to her own alleged confession, is 
Mamie Lafond, for the past six 
months a waitress in the main dining 
hall of the home, and an attractive 
personality. 

The greater part of the story, in 
Startzman's alleged handwriting, is 
contained in a letter addressed to Mrs. 

A. Greenwood, a sister of Mrs. 
5 , and resident of Winslow, 
Ariz. The letter was written at a 
timé when Startzman was absent on 
leave during May. t is postmarked 


Angeles. Portions of it can- 
not be printed. It is dated May 19, 
and is, in part, as follows: 


“Dear Carrie: 

“This letter will come to you as a 
great surprise, for it contains a con- 
fession and an appeal to you to help 
Florence (Mrs. rtzman.) You

The writer continues with an ac- 
count of a losing fight with a long- 
standing temptation and states that, 
with the confession of infidelity in 
the letter, his wife would be able to 
get a divorce and he would then be 
able to marry the other woman and 
“all would be happy.” UHe inclosed 
a telegram, admittedly a fake one, 
which he wished to have seat from 
Winslow to Mrs. Starteman at the 
Soldiers’ Home and which would have 
resulted in her going immediately to 
Arizona and having the evidence 
placed in her hands. The telegram, 
which is now in the possession of J. 
C, Ulrich of Altadena, father of Mrs. 
Startzman, reads as follows:

The telegram was never sent. 


When Startzman returned to the Home 
he appears to have learned that the 
Lafond girl had betrayed the alleged 
intrigue to Mrs, Mary McMorris, mat- 
ron of the main dining hall, and to 
others about the hall, so that the 
story was in danger of becoming pub- 
lie property.

OOLISH STRIKE 
TUMBLES FLAT. 


“WALKOUT” OF THE BUILDING 
TRADES SORRY FIZZLE. 


Of Fifty-five Hundred Union Men 
in Construction Work Here, All of 
Whom Are “Called Out,” Leas 
Than Two Hundred Respond—Er- 
fect Absolutely Negligible. 


The strike called for yesterday of 
union members of the building trades 
proved a disastrous fizzle, so far as 
concerns the hopes of the walking del- 
egates and other malcontents who ex- 
pected to tle the construction work 
of the city up in a hard knot and 
lay it supinely at the feet of the la- 
borite bosses, 

It was officially given out at strike 
headquarters in the Labor Temple 
that between 1500 and 2000 men an- 
awered the call. As a matter of fact, 
diligent inquiry among the principal 
builders of the city showed that less 
than 200 walked out, in spite of fren- 
zied efforts on the part of imported 
agitators. Most of those who left 
their jobs -~were “floaters” and he- 
longed chiefly to the carpenter, 
plumbing and painting trades. The 
effect of the strike orPactual building 
activity here is absolutely negligibdie. 
On the big downtown jobs scattering 
handfuls of men left their work in 
some instances; in others not a man 
left. In several inetances the con- 
tractors did net even know their men 
had been called on to strike, so in- 
aiznificant wus the ripple the 
ranks. 

Of 350 men employed by Carl Leon- 
ardt, three walked out. 

Of 1800 tin the payrolls of the F. 
O. Engstrum Company, now working 
on fourteen jobs of a total value of 
over $3,000,000, not a man in any 
trade left off work for a moment. 

Of 150 men employed by the C. J. 
Kubach Company on jobs of a $260,- 
000 valuation, three walked out. 

Of 1456 men employed by the Mil- 
waukee Buliding Company on thirty 
_Jobs in all parts of the city, total value 
$275,000, not a man left. 

Nine building jobs of Ye Planry, 
representing an investment of $180,- 
000, did not lose a man. 

A dozen other contracting firma. 
representing every possible variety of 
construction work, reported a total 
aggregate walkout of twenty-seven 
men.

STANDARD OIL LOSES. 


Death Near Los Angeles Takes 
Brilliant Pioncer Builder of Com- 
pany’s Great World Business. 
William M. Weller. for years con- 
nected with the Standard Oi! Com- 
pany. died at Pottenger’s Sanatorium, 
Monrovia. late Wednesday night. 

Mr. Weller was a graduate of Yale, 
and immediately after graduating en- 
tered the empley of the Standard 
and so remained until the time of his 
death. 

He was a brilliant man, and rose 
repidiy. He represented his com- 
pany in Romania and Galicia, after- 
ward being transferred to India, 
where he served for two years, his 
headquarters being at Calcutta. 
Again he was transferred, this time 
to Rangoon. Burmah, where he con- 
tracted the disease which eventually 
resulted in his death. Being obliged 
te leave Rangoon, on account of fall- 
ing health, he returned to the United 
States. and was a central figure for 
the company during the early days 
of the oll excitement in Texas. Con- 
tinued failing health caused him to 
move again, and this time he came 
to California. where he has resided 
for the past five vears. He was com- 
pelled to give up all work last De- 
eember and, gradually declined, until 
his passing. 

Weller’s death is greatly 
by all who have ever come in con- 
tact with him: he was a charming 
conversationalist, and possessed «4 
lovely personality. He was an en- 
gineer of great ability, and was 
recognized as such by the members 
of his vrofession. 

He was a native of Maryland, and 
has many friends residing there, as 
well as in Lima, O., where the re- 
mains will be taken for interment. 

He was one of the pioneers who 
helped the upbuillding of the com- 
pany’s great foreign business. In

A. P. Fieming, deposed Secre- 
tary of the Harbor Commission, per- 
sistent rumors that recall measu:°s 
will be instituted against the Mayor 
and members of the Council, and the 
adoption of a resolution by the di- 
rectorate of the Chamber of Com- 
merce advising the municipal feudists 
to bury their differences and get busy 
on‘ important harbor matters, were 
the in the 
resent City Hall im P 
‘tense situation is rapidly 


reaching a crisis, and more sensa- 
tional developments are looked for 
within forty-eight hours. The City 
Hall is alive with politicians working 
to bolster up their particular inter- 
ests and pull down others. 

Recall talk is heard on every side 
and it looks as though some definite 
action along this line will be taken 
shortly. The Socialist party recently 
appointed a committee to investigate 
the situation and report on 
visability of .invoking the recall at 
this time. Friends of A. A. Hubbard, 
president of the Board of Public 
Works, who refuses to resign by the 
Mayor's order, intimated that the re- 
call may be used against Alexander 
and Councilmen if they oust Hubbard 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Fleming declared yesterday after- 
noon that the only thing to do is to re- 
call Alexander and elect Hubbard in 
his place. He said he will gladly as- 
sist In a campaign to remove the 
Mayor and declared that such action 
is not at all unlikely. 

The Mayor held several confer- 
ences yesterday with his closest 
Government advisers but would not 
divulge anything. 

Fleming's published attack on the 
Mayor excited His Honor yesterday 
and he hurriedly summoned Harbor 
Commissioners Gibbon and Richards 
to his office and demanded that they 
get rid of Fleming at once. 

The commissioners returned to 
their rooms and informed Fleming of 
the Mayor's attitude, and requested 
that in the interest of harmony he 


step out. 
EXIT FLEMING. 


Fleming flatly refused, whereupon 
the commissioners rescinded the ac- 
tion of the previous day accepting 
Fleming's resignation to take effect 
on July 1, and resolved that it should 
take effect at once. Then Fleming 
packed up his belongings and de- 
parted in a huff. ‘ 

The Mayor was so disturbed when 
he read Fleming's interview that he 
could hardly talk. He fairly shook 
with emotion. 

“T don't have to sit here,” said the 
Mayor, “and take this abuse from 
a man like Fleming. He says it is 
getting so that high-class men—-high- 
class men like Fleming, for instanca 
-—won't accept city positions if Hulh- 
bard is removed. I'm tired of this 
sort of thing. 

“I forced Fieming to resign, and 
that’s the truth of it. I had a con- 
ference with the Harbor Commission- 
ers Tuesday afternoon. I told them. 
‘Gentiemen, if you'll remove that 
secretary of yours, you will have got- 
ten rid of the cause of more than 
half of the departmental trouble in 
this city. That's why he resigned, ail- 
though he says it was voluntary on 
his part.’ I wasn't going to make it 
public that I forced his resignation 
but he attacked me, and I decided to 
tell the story.” 

Fleming was as angry as the Mayor 
after his summary removal. He de- 
clare@d he has paid the penalty for 
fghting for the public interesta. 

“The Mayor says Mr. Hubbard is 
inactive and that I was too active,” 
said he. “I'll admit that I waa toe 
active for the Alexander political 
machine and that’s the reason he 
forced me to resign. Stoddard Jess 
just called me on the telephone and 
sald, ‘Fleming, the only trouble with 
you is that you have been fighting 
for the people and doing your duty.’ 
| That's what Stoddard Jess says, and 


scores of other leading citizens have 
called me up and declared that I did 
not get a square deal. 

RECALL HIS HONOR? 

“You take it from me that this af- 
fair will end in the recall of Alex- 
ander. If we put Hubbard up against 
him he would beat bim to a frazzie. 
I wéll not retract what I said about 
the Mayor's action relative to Hub- 
bard. It was cowardly and unfair, 
an‘ that goes for me.” 

I'leming said that Gibbon requested 
him upon his own motion to have 
hie resignation take effect immedi- 
ately. but he declined. “They said 
they wanted to let me down ‘easy,’” 
declared Fieming. “but I told the 
that I didn’t want to be let down 
that way and asked thens‘to come out 
like real men and explain their sud- 
den change of attitude. They re- 
fused and then proceeded to tle a 
can to me.” 

A wholesale demand by the Mayor 
for resignations of members of the 
Harbor Commission and Board of 
Public Works is expected to be 
made shortly, though he won't com- 
mit himself. He refused state 
whether he will request the board 
to ask for Hamlin’s resignation. The 
Mayor is friendly to Hamlin, but tIn- 
fluences are at work seeking his re- 
moval, and the Mayor may try to 
run his steam roller upstairs and 
flatten the City Engineer. 


WHOLESALE BEHEADING? 


Councilman Reed hag framed a pe- 
tition urging the Mayor to request 
a resignation from each member of 
the two boards and to make new 
arpointments. None of the other 
Counciimen have signed it. Reed 
said yesterday afternoon that the 
dues not think it will be necessary 
to circulate the petition as he 
lieves the Mayor will take the initi- 
ative. 

“I think the Mayor contemplates 
taking this action in the very near 
fvture.” said Reed. “With a clean 
sweep of both boards the Mayor will 
be in a position to select two new 
boards that will. work in harmony.” 

THE “KID” REED. 


W. M. Humphries of tle Board of 
Public Works. when told of Reed's 
petition. declared that it is a joke. 
“Think of this kid. Reed, criticis- 
ing Gen. Chaffee.” said he. “Why, it 
makes me boil every time I think of 
it. After Reed has been in the Coun- 
cll a year or two he may change his 
attitude on some of these important 
questions. I don't think his petition 
will ever be introduced and if it is 
it will fail to carry.” 

Friends of Hubbard are making a 
determined fight to have him retained 
on the board. The action of the di- 
rectorate of the Chamber of Cute- 
merce is considered significant about 
the Citv Hall. Hubbard was. ap- 
pointed seven years ago at the solici- 
tation of the Chamber of Commerce 
and Municipal League. 

The Mayor declared yesterday that 
Hubbard must go by the same route 
that Fleming took. “Hubbard hasn't 
been delivering the goods,” said the 
Mayor. “and must step down and 
out. The two principal men who are 
urging the Council! to retains Hubbard 
are James A. Anderson and D. K. 
Ldwards. I can't understand their 
attitude, but I don't agree with them. 
hhubbard is a fine old man and a 
good citizen but what I want is ef- 
ficiency and results." 

When asked if he contemplates re- 
moving any other member of the 
Lbeerd of Public Works, the Mayor 
sald: “I'm not through with that 
board yet.”

It was another link in the chain of 
circumstantial evidence tending to 
show that Darrow, as chief counsel in 
the McNamara case, bribed witnesses 
eas well as jurors, and was engaged 
in a conspiracy to defeat justice. 

“We have plenty of testimony te 
connect Johannsen, Tveitmoe and 
Darrow,” said Ford positively.

Roosevelt 
and under the inspiration of Gifford 
Pinchot, a dog-in-the-manger policy toward 
Alaska. It would neither build railroads it- 
self nor give franchises to enable private 
capital to build them. It would not “de- 
velop any coal fields, and, by withdrawing 
them from location and sale, it prevented 
their development by private enterprises. 
it Not only refused to build wharves in 
Ajaskan harbors, but it extended the 
boundaries of forest reserves so ag to in- 
clude water fronts not within miles of a 
tree. 

The dictator of this policy of stagnation 
was Gifford Pinchot, who was Chief For- 
ester under Roosevelt, who was subse 
quently removed by President Taft for in- 
subordination, insolence and extravagance, 
and who is now engaged in promoting the 
nomination of Roosevelt by the Republican 
party, or the “Progressive” party—now in 
process of incubation—or “any old party” 
to beat Taft. 

Pinchot’s interest in preventing the de- 
velopment of Alaskan coal and timber was 
alleged to be due to his interest in the 
Pocahontas Coal Company, which had a 
contract with the government to supply it 
with coal freighted from Chesapeake Bay 
around Cape Horn to Puget Sound, at a 
profit of over’ $1,000,000 a year. His in- 
terest in reserving the forests of Alaska 
from use was alleged to be due to his em- 
ployment by the northwestern lumber 
trust. It is not believed that Roosevelt 
was ever corruptly influenced in checking 
the development of Alaska. But even as 
the devil squatted at the ear of Eve and 


jured her to her undoing, so Pinchot abided 


by the ear of Roosevelt and poured his 


“leprous distiliments” therein.

IS WOMAN MAKING 


A MAN OF HERSELF? } 


Ida M. Tarbell is contributing a series 
of articles to the American Magazine, whose 
titles indicate the nature of their con- 
tents—“The Uneasy Woman,” “Making 


Man of Herself” and “The Business of Being }. 


a Woman.” The writer's contention is 
that woman in extending her activities, in 
following her domestic industries out Into 
the factory and workshop, in carrying her 
feminine intuition into the professions, 
arts, sciences, business and politics, is per- 
verting her nature, or “making a man of 
herself.” Miss Tarbell’s statements are 
rousing the indignant protests and puazied 
comment of progressive women all over the 


‘country. At a recent mass meeting in New 


York City, four representative feminists 
undertook to refute her assertions. The 
article entitled “Making a Man of Her- 
self” was answered by Charlotte Perkins 
Gilman, author of “Women and Bconomics” 
and “The Man-made World.” Miss Tarbell’s 
article and Mrs. Gilman's y xpress 
the opposition of two ethical standards now 
agitating the world. 

Both of these writers, says Current Lit- 
erature, urge women to a greater social 
activity as a present-day necessity. Miss 


Tarbell, however, would concentrate this 


activity on the home, making it more in- 
tensive; Mrs. Gilman, on the contrary, ar- 
gues for a further extension of women’s 
work into the world. They agree that the 
basic fact of woman's life is motherhood. 
But here their opinions diverge. What Miss 
Tarbell terms “making a man of herself,” 
Mrs. Gilman states as “making a human 

ing of herself.”

original theory that his way is more desir- 


able’ than hers; that is, let her succeed in 
the task of making a man of herself—what 
about her?—what kind of a woman does 
she become?” Miss Tarbell thus answers: 
“For seventy years we have had them 

with us—the stern disciples of the mil- 

itant programme. Greater fidelity to a 

task than they show it would be im- 

possible to find—a fidelity so unwaver- 

ing that it is often painful. Their care 
for detail, for order, for exactness, is 
endless. Dignity, respect for their un- 
dertaking, devotion to professional eti- 
quette they may be counted on to show 
in the highest degree. These are admira- 
ble qualities. They have led hundreds 
of women into independence and good 
service. Almost never, however, have 
they led one to the top. In free flelds 
such as merchandising, editing, and 
manufacturing we have yet to produce 

a woman of the first caliber; that is, 

daring, experimenting, free from pre} 

udice, with a vision of the future great 
enough to lead her to embody some 
thing of the future in her task. ' 

“In every profession we have scores 

of successful women—almost never a 
great woman, and yet the world is full 
of great women! That is, of women 
who understand, are familiar with the 
big sacrifices, appreciative of the fine 
things, farseeing, prophetic. Why does 
this greatness so rarely find expres- 
sion in their professional undertak- 
ings?” 

The answer to her second question Miss 
Tarbell finds more complex than the first. 
She does not consider woman’s comparative 
newness to these tasks; the important fac- 
tor to her mind being the general notion 
of woman herself that, if she wants to suc- 
ceed, “she must suppress her natural emo- 
tions and meet the world with a surface as 
non-resilient as she conceives that of man 
to be in his dealings with the world.” —

Another sensational chapter was 
added to the case when one firm 
ef undertakers attempted to wrest 
the body from the undertakers se- 
lected by the Coroner, but was pre- 
vented by Dr. J. A. Colliver, the house 


physician, after a wordy battle ip 
the mortuary apartment. 
According to information re- 


ljuctantiy furnished to the police after 
peremptory orders had been issued 
by Lieut. Heath to demand a full 
rerort under the penalty of prose- 
eution for failure to notify the po 
lice authorities, it was stated that 
Mr. and Mrs. Cornell came to the ho- 


tate health of the wife might be 
conserved. 

As the family was reputed to be 
one of the wealthiest in St. Cloud, the 
couple experienced no trouble in en- 
gaging apartments at the Huntley, 
and the young wife at once became « 
great social favorite. 

BECOMES MOROSE. 

About a week ago Cornell became 
morose, and for a time it was be- 
lieved that he was ill, but yesterday 
he announced that he was in the best 
of spirita, and urged his wife to at- 
tend a reception at the Hershey Arms 
during the afternoon. This invitation 
was accepted and Mrs. Cornell left 
her apartments about 4 o'clock ex- 


three hours. 

Returning to her home Mrs. Cornell 
was astonished to find that the door 
was locked on the inside, and that. 
her husband failed to answer the 
summons. A Japhnese servant was 
called, and after climbing on the out- 
side of the building was able to open 
the window and afterwards the door. 

One glance was sufficient to assure 
the wife that something terrible had 
happened to her husband) and Dr. 
Colliver was quickly summoned. A 
whisky glass emiting a strong smell 
of carbolic acid was found lying on 
the floor and an examination showed 
that Cornell had been dead at least 
an hour 

Mrs. Cornell fell in a faint beside 
the body of her Husband, and was 
carried into another apartment while 
an investigation was conducted with a 
view to ascertaining the cause of the 
suicide. 

A note addressed to “My Dearest 
One” explained that the unhappy man 
had reached the end of his resources 
and even was considering the neces- 
sity of pawning certain articles of 
dewelty to raise funds to meet his 
pressing expenses. 

“This will be an awful blow to you 
but I think that it will be for the 
best,” the note continued. “I am now 
broke and can see no other way. 
You are in no way toe blame and I 
am thinking only of you and our child 
that is to be. Turn my body over to 
the Elks. You will finf@ my card in 
the pocket of my coat.” — 

POLICEMAN REPULSED. 


Policeman Barney was sent to maka 
inquiries several hours later, but all 
information was refused and it became 
necessary to make another call to ob- 
tain the needed data. .
